At that time, Kennedy said O’Brien, whois from 
Eikhom, failed todefend UNO when RegentCharlcs Wilson 
of Lincoln questioned the appropriateness of dormitories on 
campus. The proposal was tabled until thenext Senate meet- 
ing. ; 

O’Bricn cared of the letter after scading a Gatewayarticle 
about the meeting, She scnta letter of response to Kennedy. 

“Thero was no need to ‘defend’ against Regent Wilson’s 
comments about dorms at UNO since he was not debating the 
appropriateness of housing but rather was questioning the 
process by which they would be approved,” the letter stated.

Four UNO intemational students were selected for inclusion 
in the 1992 “Who's Who Among International Students In 
American Universities and Colleges 3rd edition.” 

Yan ping Wei and Min Yin, both of China, Martin Rosocha 
of Germany andNicholasStergiouofGreece werenominatedby 
Sharon Emery, UNO’s intemational student advisor. 

“They were picked according to their GPA (grade point 
average) andaccording to what theirinvolvementhasbeen inthe 
activities offered to international students, their leadership abil- 
ity and their willingness to volunteer to help other students,” 
Emery said, : 

Wei is a senior majoring in accounting, with a 3.6 GPA. 

She has made the dean’s list four semesters and was nomi- 
nated last year for the “Who's Who Among American Students 
in UniversiticsandColleges” by the CollegeofBusincssAdmin- 
istration. Shehasadegreeinsecondary education fiom Changsha 
College in China and has worked for four years. 

She said studying in the United States would provide more 
opportunities in her chosen field,

enator calls actions ‘rash and hasty’. 


“T avidly support housing for the UNO campus. I consider 
housing at UNO a top priority.” 
Kennedy responded with another letter — this time an 


apology. 


He said his reaction to Wilson’s statements were “rash and 


hasty” and that he reacted to a Lincola-Star Journal article - 


from Dec. 15 whichread, “Wilson said inan interview, hedoes 
not want the regents’ action to suggest that the board endorses 
University of Nebraska at Omaha plans to build on-campus 
housing or offer doctorates.” : 

Kennedysaid his reactions werebased on whathoperceived 
as complacency among the regents. 

“I thought that (the dorm issuc) was going to be pushed off 
another year and that this would postpone it indefinitely,” 
Kennedy said, “Ithoughtatthe timethat(O’Brien) should have 
pushed for the master plan and acted upon it.” 

UNO's master plan includes on-campus housing and doc- 
toral programs. The contents of the master plan are not a 
present voting issuc for the regents. 


O'’Bricn reccived Kennedy's letter Wednesday. 

“’mhappyand Iconsidcritresolved,” shesaid, Shesaidshe 
plans to visit the UNO Student Senate in March to discuss the 
housing situation, She said the regents will have the issue on 
their agenda by the summer. 

Tn an attempt to further recognize the senate’s desire for 
dorms, Kennedy was scheduled to submita letter of statement 
at the Feb. 6 mecting about the master plan. According to 
Kennedy, the statement would serve as a reminder to clected 
officials to implement UNO'’s master plan. 

“There aro nonamesnamed,” Kennedy said, “The senateis 
going to keep an cye on our clected officials. We support the 
master plan and we want to sco it carried through.” ' 

Although he said the letter of condemnation raised aware- 
ness of the dorm situation, ic said he believes singling outone 
regent in the letter probably was inappropriate. 

“1 do regret naming (O’Brien),” he said. “However, I am 
glad thatthe Scnateis finally taking an activestand onthedorm 
situation. We're taking the right action, not a hasty ons.”

Thankfully, the IOC did not bar Magic from playing, Butthe 
Aussies’ reaction issadly typical of most people’s reaction about 
AIDS. It’s a shining tribute to ignorance and fear. 

Technically, it is possible to contract AIDS from Magic. 

But the chances for the Australians, or anyone else, to get 
killed bya busonthe way tothe stadium are greater than catching 
AIDS from Magic. The fear comes not from the facts, but from 
the stigma surrounding AIDS, 

It’s time to deal with AIDS rationally. We necd to teach our 
kidsand ourselves about the dangers it docs, and does nat pose. 

Many conservatives balk at the idea of sex education and 
condom distribution in schools as a means to fight AIDS, “It’s 
telling our kids its OK tohave sex,” they say. “It’s taking away 
the parents’ ability to teach their kids right from wrong.” 

I think, and Magic agrees with me, the place where sex 
education should start is in the home. But all kids need the 
knowledge about AIDS and how to prevent its spread — 
information some parents are unwilling and unable to provide. 

Ignorance is never preferable to knowledge, What your kids 
don’t know wil] hurt them — in fact, it may kill them, 

It’stime to put the fear and ignorance about AIDS behind us. 
It’s also time to stop using AIDS as a justification for hating 
homosexuals by calling it “God's retribution agains? a sinful, 
immoral lifestyle.” Such beliefs reveal an ignorance of psychol- 
ogy, logic, and ironically, the teachings of Jesus of Nazareth. 

Values are the most important things parents teach their kids, 
and it’s time for a return to the value of knowledge. Parents 
should never be afraid of their kids leaming “bad things.” 
Knowledge is never the enemy — ignorance is,

staffers heard this mind-bender at a “Women as Leaders” 
conference Sunday at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln,

Here’s what participants came up with: Women are emo- 
tional, weak, family-oriented, creative (rather thanlogical), and, 
in case anyone cares, bad drivers. 

Menare unemotional, strong, driven, career-oriented, logical 
(and thus unereative), bad with children, and good drivers, 

Of course, these lists were offered up as what OTHER 
PEOPLE think, not what enlightened attendees at a ““Women's 
Conference” would think. 

Unfortunately, it turned out many of the peop!eat the confer- 
ence did hold these opinions. The leader of the session offered 
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the theory that women should mentor cach other. Good idea (not 
pink at all). The only problem is her reasoning — women make 
good mentors for each other because we are nurturers. We can 
become friends with our mentors, developing deep, caring 
relationships, PINK! 

Now,remember, atthesametime, hemenhavethcinfamous 
“GoodOl’ Boy" nctwork. Butthe women lcading thescssion felt 
nurturing relationships are important to women, so we shautd 
seck out nusiurers.

Now on display at the Western Heritage 
Muscum is anew exhibit, “Beautiful Daring 
Western Girls: Women of the Wild West 
Shows.” 

The exhibit is on loan from the Buffato 
Bill Historical Center in Cody, Wyo. 


Marilyn Jensen, the museum’s public re- 
lations director, said the museum was eager 
to put the exhibit on display. 

“We just heard about it and thought it 
would be a fun thing to have here. It fits in 
with the Western Heritage Museum. It’s a 
fun exhibit,” Jensen said. 

The pinnacle of thie Wild West Shows 
occurred between 1883 and 1927, accarding 
tothe exhibit. Approximately 10 percent of 
the performers in these shows were women, 
and many achieved fame, such as Annic 
Oakley. 

Jensen said the women performed in many 
areas people may associate with men. These 
include bronco-riding, sharp-shooting and 
roping, among others. 

“They probably Icarned it as they were 
growing up. Because of where they lived,

they fearned how to shoot, how torope, how 
to ride horses. These women were unique 
and they delighted the audiences,” Jensen 
said. 

Notevery woman who performed in these 
showscame from the west. The pvins Etheyte 
and Juanita Parry came from as far away as 
Long Istand, N.Y., to join the shows. 

The exhibit features a varicty of items 
related to the women in Wild West Shows, 
including some of their own mementos. A 
pillow Oakley embroidered herself with the 
names of Wild West pesformers is on dis- 
play. 

The women’s travel necessities, such asa 
trunk with an iron, sewing machine, hair 
brushes and combs also are shown, 

Amid the display of garments from that 
era, the exhibit notes that “Women’s cos- 
tumes were colorful and heavily decorated 
with bead work, quill-work, embroidery, 
fringe, feathers or painted designs.” © 

it’s noted in the exhibit that the women’s 
clothing influenced their cowboy peers and 
the attire later worn by performers in movies 
and rodeo. 

Also on display are saddles from that era. 
As one exhibit notes, “In the 1880s, most 
female performers wore traditional dresses 
and rode side-saddle, but when they partici- 
pated in more varied events, they adapted the

What does it take to win a gold medal at 
the Olympics? 

Rebin Cousins, a figure skating gold 
medalist at the 1980 Winter Olympics, said 
his success centered on two things —enjoy- 
ment and family support. 

“L think it’s just a basic desire to do what 
I like to do, regardless of the outcome,” 
Cousins said while in Lincoln recently. “I 
was never that concerned with winning. I 


was concemed with doing the bess that I 
could, And, I think the most important thing 
for me in my career is... the support that I 
had from my family and coaches. The pres- 
sure was only as much as I wanted to put on 
myself, 

“E chink it’s very much a mental attitude 
and what you have around you, as to what 
makes things work. And I think it’sthe same 
whetherit’s gymnastics, skating, swimming, 
@ job on a daily basis or anything,” he said. 

Cousinshasbecninvolved in variousskat- 
ing-related endeavors since his winning per- 
formance at the 1980 games at Lake Placid, 
N.Y. He founded The Repestory Ice Theater 


Company, and has starred in several ice 
battets. 

Currently, Cousins is performing in the 
show, “World Cup Champions on Ice.” The 
show performed in Lincoln in December. 

He also helps oversee teams of skating 
champions and coaches who are training 
Olympic hopefuts. 

Off the ice, Cousins is rehearsing for a 
part in the movie, “The Cutting Edge.” 

He also paints and contributes his earn- 
ings to chifdren’s charities and organiza- 
tions combating AIDS. 

Cousins said his career would be where it 
is today even if he hadn’t won a medal. 

“Talwaysmaintain that wouldhavebeen 
where I’m sitting now, doing whatI’m doing 
had I won the Olympics or not.” 

Cousins, a native of England, said his 
decision to skatean American-style dance at 
the 1980 games caused some uneasiness in 
England. 


“I suddenly thought, The Olympics are 


going to be in America and the American 
audiences love the disco and the fun stuff. If 
I can do what's required technically, why 
wouldn’e it work?’ 

“The brass (English Olympic officials) 
were not sold on the idea — they didn’e like 
what I had originally set for my Olympic 
routine because it was disco. Looking back 
onitnow, it wasarisk but the audiences were

word got to Island Records, In early 1990, the 
label founder Chris Blackwell flew in to cateh 
Fungo Mungo’s act.

“Teame up to him (Blackwell) afterwards 
and asked him what he thought of the show,” 


Salazar recalled. “He said, ‘f don’t see any 
reason why we shouldn’t be working together 
in the future.”

The Mavs will travel to Ann Arbor, Mich., tocompete in the 
CiiffKeen National Team Dual Mect Tournament Saturday and 
Sunday. The Mavs weretheonly Division I schoolinvited tothe 
tournament. 

The Mavs were invited because they won the Division i 
National Championship last ycar, 

' “Tr wasan opportunity that really was provided for us by last 
year’s team, but this year’s team is going to benefit,” Denney 
said, 

Of last year’s national championship team, only one starting 
wrestler has retumed, Mark Bauer, 126 pounds, was an All- 
American last year. Otherwise, the Mavs havean all-new lincup 
which includes three freshman starters. 

. Denney said his three freshmen starters are performing as 
wellas he ever could have hoped. The three freshmen are Steve 
Costanzo, 142 pounrls, Shane Allison, 150, and Brian Kelly at 
158 pounds. 

Denney refers to the three as the team’s “Young Guns.” The 
three freshmenhavehadalotoffirst-ycarexpcricnce this scason. 

Costanzo travels to Michigan with a 21-11-2 record. He is 
undefeated in dual dompctition. 

Allison was put into action after fifth-year senior Kevin 
Phelps underwent knee surgery. Denney said he was pleased 
with how Allison has stepped in at the 150-pound class, Healso 
said Phelps will have the opportunity to wrestle in Ann Asbor, 

The third “gun” is Brian Kelly from Grand Island, whohasan 
11-11-2 record. 

Although the Mavs are not appearing to be having a national 
championship season — with a 4-4 overall record — Denney 
said his team is going to be a contender for the next several 
seasons. 

Pat Kelly, no relation to Brian Kelly, currently is ranked No. 
1 atthe 190-pound class in Division HI. Kelly has lost only one 
match, 

Junior Dan Radik is fourth in the 177-pound class with a 23- 
6 record. 

“Weknew Dan wasgaing tobe good when weredshirted him 
last year,” Denney said. 

“I ceally chink we're laying some ground work for next 
season,” hosaid. “lexpectus tobercally powerfulas faras duals 
and making a.run for the nationals.”
